“S.O. 1067(E). —In exercise of the powers conferred by section 6 of the Coinage Act, 1906 (3 of 1906), the Central 
Government determines that ;— 

(a) The coins of the following denomination shall also be coined at the Mint for issue under the authority 6f the Central 
Government in the memory of “DESHBANDU CHITTARANJAN DAS” namely ;—

(3) Ten Rupees;

It shall also 
bear the dctioihinatiOnal. value “100” in International Niunerals, below the Lion Capitol flanked on the left lower periphery 
with the word and du die right lower peripheiy with the word “RUPEES”. 

REVERSE 

This face of the coin shall boar the portrait of “DESHBANDHU CHITTARANJAN DAS” flanked on the left periphery 
with the words inscribed in Hindi and on the right periphery with the words “DESHBANDHU 

CHITTARANJAN DAS 1870-1925” inscribed in English. The figure “ 1998” .shall be shown below the portrait in International 
Numerals. 

(2) FIFTY RUPE’fei 

OBVERSE 'l 

This face of the coin shall bear the Lion Capitol of Ashoka Pillar with the legend “iHOHAq inscrihed below, 
flanked on the left upper periphery with the word and on the right upper periphery with the word “INDIA”. It shall also 
bear the denominational value “50” in International Numerals below the Lion Capitol flanked on the left lower periphery with 
the word and on the right lower periphery with the word “RUPEES”. 

REVERSE 

This face of the coin shall bear the portrait of “DESHBANDHU CHITTARANJAN DAS” flanked on the left periphery 
with the words inscribed in Hindi and on the right periphery with the words “DESHBANDU 

CHITTARANJAN DAS 1870-1925” iri English. The figure “1998” shall be shown below the portrait in international 
Numerals. 

(3) TEN RUPEES 

OBVERSE 

Uiis face of the coin shall bear the Lion Capitol of Ashoka Pillar with the legend inscribed below, 

flanked on the left Upper periphery with the word “HTOT' and on the right upper periphery flanked with the word “INDIA”. It 
shall also bear the denominational value “10” in International Numerals below the Lion Capitol, flanked on the left lower 
periphery with the word and on the right lower periphery with the word “RUPEES”. 

REVERSE 

This face of the coin shall bear the portrait of “DESHBANDHU CHITTARANJAN DAS” flanked on the left periphery 
with the words Pridirid ^ITF" inscribed in Hindi and on the right periphery with the words “DESHBANDU 

CHITTARANJAN DAS 1870-1925” in English, The figure “1998" shall be shown below the portrait in international 
Numerals. 

(4) TWO RUPEES 

OBVERSE 

This face of the coin shall bear the Lion Capitol of Ashoka Pillar with the legend inscribed below, 

flanked on the left upper periphery with the word “vfrT’ and on the right upper periphery flanked with the word “INDIA”. It 
shall also bear the denominational value “2” in International Numerals below the Lion Capitol Hundred on the left lower 
periphery with the word “Wl” and on the right lower periphery with the word “RUPEES”. 

REVERSE :--This face of the coin shall bear the portrait of “DESHBANDHU CHITTARANJAN DAS” flanked on 
the left periphery with the words inscribed in Hindi and on the right periphery with the words 

“DESHBANDHU CHITTARANJAN DAS 1870-1925” inscribed in English. The figure “1998” shall be shown below the 
portrait in International Numerals.”
